Since  the  suspension  of  Civil  Defence,  no  suitable  ambulance 
lor  the  transport  of  Scabies  cases  had  been  available,  consequently, 
unless  patients  were  able  to  make  their  ovm  transport  arrangements 
treatment  of  such  cases  ?/as  suspended.  At  the  Conference,  referred 
to  above,  it  v/as  agreed  to  recommend  that  an  ambulance  for  Scabies 
cases  be  purch^ased  by  the  County  Council  and  stationed  at  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  for  the  services  of  all  the  District 
Councils,  using  that  centre  for  Scabies  treatment. 

Diseases  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulance 
stationed  at  Stowmarket  Isolation  Hospital  to  \Yhich  our  cases  are 
removed.

SECTION  C. 

CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA . 

1.  (i)  WATER. 

PyPPOsed  Comprehensive  Scheme.  Progress  made  to  the  end 
of ^1945  in  the  proposed  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  (Thedwastre  and  its 
neighbouring  Rural  District  (Thingoe),  described  in  my  previous 

Report)  was  that  of  the  three  bores,  for  v/hich  sanction  has  been 
obtained,  one  each  at  Risby,  Ixv/orth  and  Rushbrooke,  the  bore  at 
Risby  v/as  completed.  This  300  feet  bore,  drav/ing  Y/ater  from  chalk,  v/as 
subjected  to  an  eleven  days’  test,  during  which  38,100  gallons  per  hour 
was  pumped  continuously.  The  removal  of  some  million  gallons 
thereby,  lov/ered  'the  18  feet  9  inches  resting  level  of  the  v/ater  by 
48  feet.  On  ceasing  pumping  the  Y/ater  rose  in  the  bore  2?  feet  in 
the  first  minute,  42  feet  in  three  minutes,  45  feet  in  seven  minutes, 
ana  in  seventeen  minutes  w^as  within  3  inches  of  the  original  resting 
level.  The  Y/ater  obtained  was  bacteriologically  and  chemically 
examined  and  proved  satisfactory  as  indicated  by  the  follov/ing 
report  of  Messrs,  Rideal,  Rideal  &  Scivor,  Chemical  and  Baotoriological 
Laboratory,  28,  Victoria  Street,  Westminstvjr,  LondoUs  S.W.l,:-

CONCLUSION. 

This  hard  water  is  in  a  satisfactory  chemicalp  physical 
and  bacteriological  condition  and  is  suitable  for  drirQiing 
purposes.

(ii)  DR/aNAG-E  AND  SBWjJRAGE,  As  reported  in  iivj  1944  Annual  Report* 
the  Councii'^s  Water  and  Sev/erage  Consultant  v/as  to  carrj^  out  a 
Sev/ase  Disposal  Survey  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewage 
Actj  1944.  So  far,  as  a  result  of  this  Survey, six  schemes  are 
suggested  which  would  allow  the  water-carriage  system  to  he 
introduced  into  eight  villages. 

2*  RIVERS  AilD  STKI-AIdS.  On  occasion  in  1949  the  state  of  streaiis 
and  ditches  was  unsatisfactory  at  Walshain-le-Willows^  Hessett,  Woolpit, 
Elmswell  and  Norton.  The  Council  employed  a  man  continuously  during 
the  year  cleaning  out  ditches  and  streams. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOHriODATION.  The  working  class  houses  in  the  District 
are  almost  entir'ely  ^’supplied  with  pail  closets  -  very  few  privy 
vaults  remain. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLB7VNSING.  The  need,  for  a  Refuse  Removal  Scheme  was 
again  raised  in  Council  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Council 
decided  to  defer  consideration  until  the  new  Council  was  elected  in 
April  1946.  My  predecessor^  Dr.  S,  C.  Hounsfield,  wrote  of  Public 
Cleansing  in  1936  ’’This,  like  the  provision  of  sewers  is  a  dream  of 
the  future."  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  these  services, so  v/isely 
advocated  hy  him, will  become  realities.

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My  previous  Annual  Report  sui'iimarisod  Theciwastre ’  s  past  housing 
activities  and  indicated  the  progress  hoped  for  in  the  next  tv/elve 
months.  It  is  nov/  possible  to  record  how  far  the  Council  has 
achieved  its  tv/elve  months’  objectives  and  to  recall  difficulties 
experienced  and  now  besetting  the  Council. 

In  I9U3  tbe  officials  having  completed  the  ’’Hobhouse  Survey”, 
the  Housing  Inspection  Sub-Committee,  also  in  that  j^ear,  completed 
their  inspections  of  all  houses  deemed  at  all  possible  of  requiring 
considuration  for  categorisation  in  either  Category  Pour  (Requiring 
Reconditioning)  or  Category  Five  (incapable  of  Repair).  No  loss 
than  886  such  houses  (of  which  were  actually  placed  in  Categories 
Pour  or  Pive)  v/ere  inspected  throughout  the  District  by  this 
Sub-Comuitteo  -a  more  willing  and  enthusiastic  set  of  councillors 
with  which  to  co-operate  could  not  be  imagined.  The  advantages 
Y/hich  accrued  from  this  survey  cannot  be  fully  indicated  -  only  those 
members  who  so  generously  devoted  their  time  and  labours  to  carrying 
it  out  will  thoroughly  appreciate  the  mass  of  Rnowledge  which  they 
acquired  -  the  statistical  results  of  the  complete  survey  of  the 
whole  District  are  indicated  in  Tables  1  and  2  v/hich  sho\/  that  the 
percentage  of  houses  placed  in  each  of  the  various  categories  v/as:-

The  position  then, had  been  assessed  and  the  goal  defined. 

The  Council's  method  of  dealing  with  the  position  in  order  to 
proceed  to  their  goal  was  to  transform  the  Housing  Inspection 
Sub-CoriTiiittee  into  a  Housing  Committee  whose  functions  include  the 
provision  of  new  houses  in  the  District^  the  regulation  of  the 
authorisation  of  Civil  Building  Licenses  and  the  general  promotion 
of  the  repair  of  houses.  In  this  v/ay  there  was  createa  a 
Housing  Committee  thoroughly  conversant  v/ith  the  housing  needs  of 
the  Districts  with  the  urgency  of  such  needs;  a  Committee 

well  able  to  assess  priority  for  rehousing  and  for  repair  v/ork. 

This  Housing  Comiriittee  has  worked  very  hard  and  has  been 
meticulous  in  arranging  for  the  necessary  consultation  with, 
and  advice  from,  thu  particular  parish  Councillor,  or  Councillors, 
in  all  matters  which  affected  the  housing  position  in  each 
individual  parish.  This  Housing  Committee  has  surveyed,  with  the 
Councillor  representing  the  parish,  each  parish  in  the  District 
to  decide  the  most  suitable  housing  sites.  To  date  they  have 
acquired  sites  in  15  of  our  20  parishes.  They  are  familiar  also 
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with  the  various  alternative  sites  in  the  roiuaining  5  parishes, 
hut,  as  yet,  have  not  acquired  theiii,  for  here  a  difference  exists 
in  the  policy  of  the  Council  and  that  of  Town  and  Country  Planning 
doctrine.  Tho  Council  have  thoroughly  considered  the  advisability 
of  confining  the  building  of  now  houses  to  the  larger  centres  of 
cormaunity  and  of  aggregating  houses  v/ithin  a  radius  of  up  to  1^  miles 
from  the  tenant’s  place  of  Y/ork.  Whilst  the  Council  realises  that 
such  a  policy,  Y/hich  is  a  criterion  of  the  ToYm  and  Country  Planning 
doctrine,  would  fostv^r  the  comi'aunitjr  spirit,  ensure  proximity  to 
various  amenities,  such  as  shops,  schools,  churches,  village  halls, 
telephones,  etc.,  and  probably  more  readily  allow  provision  of  piped 
water  and  seY/ago  servic^js,  the  Council  are  unanimously  resolved  that, 
in  their  particular  District,  the  better  policy  is  to  build  in  each 
parish.  They  believe  that  electrici t^/-  and  water  services  must  come 
for  agricultural  purposes  to  all  parts  of  the  District  and  that  the 
provision  of  modern  sanitation  is  not  impossiblu  even  in  the  smallest 
village.  Th^y  knoY^  that  their  policy  v/ill  entail  the  transport  of 
young  children  to  schools  at  a  distance,  but  are  satisfied  that  this 
phase  of  an  individuals  life  is  short  in  comparison  with  the  v/orking 
portion  and  the  rv^mainder  of  life.'.  They  knoY/  that  thereby  the 
houseY/ife’s  shopping  expeditions  Y/ill  be  limited  to  about  one  a  Y/eek, 
but  are  av/are  that  in  our  District  the  many  tradesmen’s  vans  and 
roundsmen  cat^r  for  the  outlying  smaller  parishes.  As  even  in  the 
mediu:...!  sizeci  parishes,  a  mother  is  to  be  deprived  of  her  school 
chilo-ren  at  lunch  time,  (being  recipients  of  lunch  at  some  distant 
school)  the  Council,  in  thu  medium  and  smaller  villages,  arc  not  in 
favour  of  home  life  buing  further  doplatod  by  the  absence  of  the 
husband  at  lunch  time  each  v/orking  day.  There  are,  therefore, 
many  pros  and  cons,  but  the  Councillors,  v/ho,  during  the  course  of 
the  Housing  Survey,  have  had  am/ple  opportunities  to  admire  the 
fortitude,  resource  and  cheerfulness  of  the  country  housev/ives,  v/ill 
not  readily  b^;  shaken  from  their  resolve  to  alleviate,  asitir  as 
possible,  the  every  day  loneliness  v/hich  would  result  for  these 
ladies  if  the  doctrinal  vieY/  was  adopted. 


Until  the  Council’s  policy  in  this  respect  is  adopted 
building  in  the  smaller  parishes  will  languish, for  although  there 
are,  in  these  smaller  parishes,  many  ei/iployers  of  labour  willing  and 
anxious,  where  the  Council  are  prevented,  to  build  suitable  houses 
for  their  employees,  licenses  to  build  private  houses  are  not 
available  if  the  houses  are  to  cost  more  than  £1,200  each.  In  these 
someY/hat  outlying  parishes  a  contractor  cannot  build  at  such  a 
figure  -  not  actually.

The  prompt  planning  and  early  activity  of  the  Council  has 
far  towards  implementing  their  desire,  as  expressed  in  my  previous 
to  provide  in  the  first  year  64  nev/  council  houses  and 
to  erect  the  8  Swedish  pereianent  timber  houses  allotted  to  them.  Ten 
nev/  permanent  houses  are  already  occupied  -  the  tenants  of  the  first 
four  Y/ere  handed  their  keys  during  the  first  Y/oek  of  June  1946.

The  Council  does  not  find  it  easy  to  reconcile  the  ease  of 
approval  of  the  cost  of  Temporary  Houses  or  of  Airey  Houses  v/ith 
the  delay  experienced  v/hen  tenders  for  traditional  permanent  hou£ 
aro'  a  fev/  pounds  above  official  expectations.  Temporary  houses  have 
been  approved  in  other  Districts  at  prices  some  hundreds  of  pounds 
each  in  excess  of  the  figure  obtained  ±:i  this  District  for  permanent 
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traditional  housus  whichp  in  the  Council's  opinioiij  are  far  more 
desirable  than  the  Temporary  Houses  -  Airey  HouseSy  costing  more 
than  traditional  permanent  housesy  have  been  oxfered  v/ith  the 
statement  not  to  worry  about  the  cost  as  the  Exchequer  grants  will 
be  made  up  to  such  a  level  that  they  will  be  no  more  costly  to  the 
inhabitants  -  yet  tenders  for  r)ormanent  traditional  houses  had 
approval  delayed  v/hilst  atteuipts  v/ere  made  to  whittle  them  down  a 
foYi  pounds  by  such  suggestions  as  oiaitting  a  course  or  tv/o  of  bricks, 
(even  if  this  mado  the  height  of  living  rooms  less  than  Dye-law 
standards),  by  omitting  roof  felting  or  electrical  v/iring,  (to  be 
inserteu  at  a  later  date  at  much  increased  cost  and  v/ith  damage 
to  the  structure)  or  by  such  paper  a6.justments  as  reducing  the 
amount  allov/ed  for  contingencies  ( to  a  figure  v/hich  everybody  was 
agreed  would  be  inadequate)  or  by  transferring  the  cost  of  drainage 
and  cesspools  to  another  account. 

283  houses,  representing  11%  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in 
the  District,  are,  in  the  Council's  opinion,  suitable  for  and  require 
reconditioning.  As  a  government  general  polic3^  it  was  probably 
wise  to  suspend  for  the  time  being  grants  under  the  Housirg  (Rural 
Workers)  Acts,  thereby  attempting  to  ensure  that  all  available  labour 
and  materials  went  to  the  production  of  new  houses  and  also  that  the 
number  of  ’’tied  cottages”  was  reduced  to  a  minimum.  In  particular 
cases  these  results  are  not  obtained,  neither  is  the  production  of 
’’tied  cottages”  likely  to  result. 


There  are  in  Thedwastre,  as  indicated  in  my  previous  Report, 
some  buildors  carrying  on  practically  a  one  Lian  business.  They  are 
not  the  type  of  buildur  who  will  erect  nev/  houses,  but  they  are,  in 
many  cases,  eminently  suitable  and  experienced  in  the  reconditioning 
of  the  picturesque  and  antique  lath  and  iDlaster  houses  which  are 
deemed  suitable  to  be  modified  or  increased  to  adjust  theai  to  modern 
standards.  Because  lack  of  grants  has  stopped  reconditioning  work 
these  men  have  not  decideo.  to  close  up  their  businesses,  to  seek 
lodgings  near  some  building  site  and  act  as  briem  layers.  They  are 
managing  to  employ  themselves  on  jobbing  repair  work.  This  jobbing 
work  is  officially  restricted,  without  the  issue  of  a  Civil  Builder's 
License,  to  works  costing  not  .more  than  £10  per  house.  The  number  of

Doubtless  the  high  desirability  of  effecting  reconditioning  to 
v/orking  class  houses,  before  time  renders  them  beyond  repair,  is 
thoroughly  appreciated,  but  perhaps  a  special  plea  might  be  made  for 
the  reintroduction  of  grants  to  allow  such  reconditioning  to  be 
effected  in  rural  areas  by  these  smaller  builders  at  an  early  date 
especially  for  owner-occupiers  of  working  class  houses.

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Thedwastre  has  never  been  unduly  deterred  hy  the  financial 
factor  when  the  health  of  the  people  has  "been  involved  as  is 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  their  first  council  houses  were 
built  prior  to  any  Governiiient  giving  a  grant  for  the  provision  of 
houses.  Appreciation  is  due^  nevertheless j,  to  the  present  Council 
for  the  magnitude  of  the  financial  implications  to  which  they  are 
committing  themselves. 

The  product  of_a  penny  rate  in  Thedwastre  is  £111. 

^ The  Housing  (Financial  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act  1946 
has  fixed  the  Rural  District  Councils*  rate  contribution  for  each  nev/ 
house  at  30/-  per  annum  for  60  years  if  the  house  is  for  an 
agricultural  worker  and  at  110/-  per  annum  for  60  years  if  the  house 
IS  for  other  than  an  agricultural  worker,  Thc;se  contributions,  it  is 
estimated,  will,  \¥ith  the  other  grants  available,  mak^j  the  economic 
rents,  exclusive  of  rates,  8/6d,  per  week  for  agricultural  workers 
and  12/6d,  per  week  for  others. 

Assuming  approximately  80%  of  the  new  houses  to  be  for  agricultural 
workers  the  Council* s  Immediate  Housing  Requirements  (476  houses) 
represents  a  lOd,  rate, whilst  the  Ten  Year  Programme  (600  houses) 
represents  a  1/-  rate,  both  rates  being  somewhat  reduced  by  the 
increase  in  rateable  value  which  v/ill  result. 

The  ^  capital  cost  of  the  Thedv/astre  portion  of  the  proposed 
Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  at  present  day  prices  is  estimated  at 
£150,000,  which  represents,  in  repayment  and  interest,  a  District 
rate  of  5/4d.  for  30  years  to  which  must  be  added  the  cost  of  non-trunk 
distribution  mains  and  of  the  v/ater  supplied  at  about  8d,  per 
1,000  gallons  -  and  from  which  there  ^rill  be  a  deduction  consequent 
on  Exchequer  grant.  It  is  certainly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Exchequer 
Grant  will  be  sufficiently  generous  to  mal^e  this  deduction  substantial. 
The  provisional  estimate  for  the  sewers  and  sev/age  disposal  v/orks 
of  one  of  our  tv/enty  parishes,  V/alsham-le-Willows  is  some  £30,000. 

The  importance  and  urgency  of  the  hciising  problem  is  apparent  - 
it  is  vital  to  agriculture  and  therefore  vital  to  the  whole  country  - 
it  v/ill, however , take  some  years  to  resolve. 

Consideration,  therefore,  of  the  desirability  and  possibility  of 
diverting  som.o,  or  of  employing  additional,  labour  and  materials  for 
the  provision  of  comprehensive  water  and  sewage  services  in  rural 
areas  must  be  a  constantly  recurring  regard. 

The  Council  is  particularly  anxious  to  avoid,  as  fan  as  possible, 
expenditure  at  council  house  sites  on  v/ater  bores  and  cesspools  v/hich 
will  be  scrapped  and  thereby  largely  Yi^asted  as  comprehensive  schemes 
come  into  being. 

The  Council  however,  are  resolved  that,  even  it  some  financial  v/aste 
appears  likely  to  arise  in  this  connection,  it  will  not  deter  them 
in  their  endeavours  to  provide  as  soon  as  possible  satisfactory 
housing  accommodation  for  all  the  inhabitants  of  Thedwastre. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.  The  number  of  Registered  Covkeepers  and  Retail 

Pur’weyors  of  milk  is  122,  49  visits  v/ere  paid  to  cowsheds  and 

dairies. 

Local  Authorities  interest  and  progress  in  this  work  is  still 
hindered  by  the  intention  to  transfer  these  functions  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  The  St,  Edmundsbury  Co-operative  Bacon  Factor;^ 
at  Elmswell  is  the  only  licensed  slaughter  house  regularly  in  use 
within  the  District,  During  the  year  324  visits  vi^ere  made  and  the 
61,110  pigs  slaughtered  all  inspected.
